Early Dutch Settler's Soldierly Account of Esopus War Is Quoted in Series on 


Early American Literature 


APTAIN MARTIN KREGIER 

with his troops arrived at the 

scene of the second Esopus war 

on a Wednesday, and the earlier 
entries in his journal show the com- 
petent manner in which he entered upon 
his task of subduing the hostile Indians 
and recovering the captives they had 
taken from the Dutch village of Wilt- 
wyck, as Kingston, on the Hudson river, 
was then called. 


F:xtracts From Journal 


“Journal of the Esopus War. 1663. 
“On the 4th of July we entered the 
Esopus Kill in front of the Redoubt 
(Rondout) with the two yachts, and 
sent the Sergeant Pieter Ebel with 40 
men up to the village Wildwyck to 
fetch wagons; he returned to the river 
side about 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
accompanied by Sergeant Christiaen 
Nyssen, 60 men and nine wagons; they 
loaded these and departed with them 
to the village, where I arrived toward 
evening. Saw nothing in the world 
except three Indians on a high hill near 
the Redoubt. . 
“Tth ditto. Went again for grass 
with 50 men and 12 horsemen but saw 
nothing. Two Indians arrived at the 
fort about 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
with a deer and some fish. Said they 
came from the river side and that they 
had been at the Redoubt where they 
had traded some fish . ; that they 
had left their canoe at the Redoubt, 
and that they were Wappinger Indians. 
Meanwhile detained them and conveyed 
them to the guard house. 
“8th ditto. Sunday. 
came 5 Indians near 
called out to us know 
Indians in the _ fort. 
answered, Yes: ‘They 
detained them as they 
Indians? To which we answered, they 
ought to keep at a distange as we could 
not distinguish one tribe of

had not done any injury to the Dutch 
we should release them. We told them 
also that they must keep away from 
here and go -home . if they were 
desirous to come here to speak with us 
they must stick up a white flag. Where 
upon they answered, “Tis well, adieu; 
and there upon went their way. . 
“After the afternoon sermon we ‘ex- 
amined the oldest Indian as to whether 


he was not acquainted with some Esopus | 


Indians and whether he would not lead 
us to them—gave him fair words and 
promised him a present; for the Dutch 
at the Esopus had told us that some 
Indians dwelt about two miles from 
‘there, where fore we were resolved to 
go in search of them the same evening 
with 50 men. But this Indian said to 
us—Go not there, for the Indians have 
gone thence and dwell now back of 
Magdalen island on the main land in 
the rear of a Cripple bush on the east 
side of Fort Orange river, and number 
8 men 9 women and 11 childrens and 
he even offered to guide us thither if 
we had a boat to put us across the 
river. Where upon it was resolved by 
the Council of war to despatch two 
parties that same evening to procure 
some craft to put us over the river. 


Indians Taken 


“12th ditto. Pieter Wolfertsen & 
Sergeant Niessen returned with their 
troops, bringing with them one Squaw 
and three children, whom they had 
captured. 

“13th 


prisoner 


ditto. Examined the Squaw 
and inquired if she were not 
acquainted with some Esopus Indians 
who abode about here? She answered 
that some Cattskill, Indians lav on the 
other side near the Sagers Kill, but tliey 
would not fight against the Dutch; says 
also that an Indian on the ‘preceding 
evening had brought news from 
the fort of the Esopus Indians that many 
Dutch, English and Indians had gone 
from the Manhatans to the Esopus and 
that they should be on their guard, for | 
the Hackinsack Indians had brought the 
news to the fort of the Esopus Indians. 
“Then Long Jacob the Chief who lived 
there with the Indians demanded, What 
should they do? Should they fiy toward 
their fort or not? 
to remain there, for the Chief said . 
*tis best for us to remain 
opposite shore; the Dutch would not 
learn much of us; States also further 
that the Indian had said that 40 Man- 
issing Indians had arrived at their 
fort, and that 40 more were to come on 
the next day; further says that each 
nignt they conveyed tle prisoners al- 
Wavs to a particular place without the 
fort and remained themselves therein; 
says also that they were resolved to 
make a stand in their fort, and that 
they had, moreover, in their fort 9 
horses with which they draw palisades 
; that the Indians nad also 3 houses 
in which they reside, these were 4 hours 
farther off; says also that one Sachem 
in the fort would advise them to nego- 
tiate peace, but the other Sachems would 
not listen to it; says also that the fort 
is defended by three rows of palisades 
and the houses in the fort defended by 
thick cleft palisades with port holes in 
them and covered with bark of trees; 
says the fort is quadrangular but that 
the angles are constructed between the 
first and second rows of palisades, and 
that the third row of palisades stands 
full eight feet off from the others to- 
wards the interior, between the two first 
rows of palisades and the houses, and 
that the fort stands on the brow of the 
hill and all around is table land. 


“Sent also for Mr. Gysbert’s wife and 
asked her if it were so? She.answered, 
it was true, and said they had built a 
point near unto the water to secure it. 
Then again examined the Wappinger In- 
dian Asked him if he would 


°, gpl? 


guide us to the fort of the Esopus In- 
dians? Answered, Yes; and says~the 
Esopus Indians are about 80 warriors 
strong. Says also that the fort is de- 
fended with triple rows of palisades, as 
the Squaw had stated. Whereupon the 
council of war decided, firstly to await 
news either from above or below us to 
what the Mohawks had resolved respect- 
ing the prisoners—whether they could 
have them restored before our troops 
should proceed against the fort to achieve 
the selfsame thing.” 

On the twenty-sixth the first expedi- 
tion set forth under the guidance of 
Rachel Gysbert, but as has been related, 
the Indians had left the fort before the 
arrival of the troops and not much was 
accomplished. But a second expedition 
under Kregier’s personal command found 
the second fort, subdued it after a shart 
encounter and found 23 of the white cap- 
tives whom the Indians left behind them 
as they fled. These were thankfully con- 
veyed home and a later expedition de- 
stroyed the fort. 


The days at the stockaded village were 
full of incident, taken up with the care 
of the wounded and the sorrowing, with 
errands to buy venison or bring up sup- 
plies from sloops sent from New Amster- 
dam, which all had to be done under 
armed escort, with sending out scouting 
parties and frequent skirmishes, and with 
restraining the less Jaw abiding villagers 
from taking their own excitable and un- 
wise revenge. A few extracts from the 
“Journal” will suffice to indicate the gen- 
eral trend of the tale. 

“7th ditto (November), This being a 
day of prayer nothing was done. In the 
evening Pieter Wolfertsen arrived at the 
Redoubt with Rut Jacobsen’s yacht;

brought with him two Christian children 
which he had in exchange from the Eso- 
pus Indians for a Squaw with a big girl; 
wought back the other Indian prisoners; 
brought also the Wappinger Sachem when 
Couwenhaven had detained in the yacht; 
says a Christian woman is kept a pris- 
oner by the Wappingers, and that he had 
detained the chief in her stead . 


Woman Rescued 


“]3th ditto.... Arrived at the Redoubt 
a Wappinger sachem with eight Indians, 
bringing a... Christian captive whom 
he had purehased from the Esopus In- 
dians (and which he had promised us on 
the 8th inst. on board Rut Jacobsen’s 
vacht, . .. Sent for him to the council 
of war and asked what he had to com- 
municate? He answered, I am come to 
perform my -promise which I gave on 
board the yacht at the Redoubt, to bring 
in the Christian woman whom I bought 
from the Esopus Squaw, and I bring and 
present her to you now, because we are 
both friends. Whereupon we _ thanked 
him and said that we should speak to- 
gether on the morrow. 

“I4th ditto. The Council of War met 
again and resolved to release the Wappin- 
ger Indian, and to give him back to the 
Chief with one of the Esopus captive 
Squaws, pursuant to our previous prom- 
ise. . .

Private School 


Below is a pretty word picture of what 
seems to be a descendant of the old 
fashioned dame’s schools of the United 
States, where so many men afterward 
famous had their early bent to bookish- 
ness and high ideals. The picture is 
made by a boyhood friend of Sidney Por- 
ter, who was seatmate with him in this 
little schoo] in Greenshoro, N. C. It is 
cited from the Beokman: 

Miss Porter was a maiden lady and 
conducted a private school off West Mar- 
ket street, in Greensboro, adjoining the 
Porter residence. Will was educated 
there, and this was his whole school edu- 
cation (with the exception of a term or 
two at graded school). There was a 
great deal more learned in this little 
one-story, one-roomed schoolhouse than 
the three R’s, It was the custom of 
“Miss Lina,” as evefy one called her, 
during the recess hour to read aloud to 
those of her scholars who cared to hear 
her, and there was always a little group 
around her ekair listening. She selected 
good books, and a great many of her old 
scholars showed the impress of these lit- 
tle readings in after life. On Friday 
night there was a gathering of the schol-

ars at her home, and those were good 
times, too. They ate roasted chestnuts, 
popped corn or barbecued quail and rab- 
bits before the big open wood fire in her 
room, There was always a book to read 
or a story to be told. Then there was a 
game of story telling. One of the gath- 
ering would start the story and each one 
of the others were called-en in turn to 
add their quota until the end. Miss 
Lina’s -and Will’s were always interest- 
ing. In the summer time there were 
picnies and fishing expeditions; in the 
autumn chinquapin and hickory gather- 
ings; and in the spring wild-flower hunts, 
all personally conducted by Miss Lina.

PS be THE trains on the Northeastern 
and Midland lines journey to and 
f the city of Leeds, Eng., a stranger 
will involuntarily start from his seat as 
the ruin of Kirkstall abbey comes into 
view. Within a few moments of the 
heart of Leeds, its situation seems almost 
as incongruous-as docs the famous jewel 
in the toad’s*head. With the growth of 
the city, line upon line of prosaic little 
red houses have crept slowly but surely 
toward the abbey, and with them comes 
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the inevitable pall of dull gray smoke, 
enveloping the landscape like a\ cloud. 
Thought travels swiftly to the contrast 
between the present and the past, and 
to the interesting history of the abbey. 
In the early part of the twelfth century 
a small band of hermits dwelt in the 
south of England; and there came a 
vision to Seleth, their chief, in which he 
was told to arise and go to the province 
of York; to seek for the valley of Aire- 
dale and the place called Kirkstall, and 
there to establish God’s work. So Seleth 
and all his band came to the spot called 
Kirkstall, and weré known as the Breth- 
ren of Lerath. 

About this time Henry de Lacy, lord 
of Pontefract manors, 
founded as a thank-offering a monastery 
at Barnoldswick, The monks, however, 
disliked Barnoldswick, and one day when 
the Abbot Alexander was on a journey, 
he came across Seleth and his hermits,

Henry de Lacy to’turn the hermits out, 
and in 1147 Abbot Alexander and his 
monks took possession of Nirkstall and 
began erecting the magnificent abbey 
Which is such a well-known landmark at 
this time. Lovers of poetry will be in- 
terested to know that Kirkstall abbey 
was the scene of Southey’s poem, “Mary. 
the Maid of the Inn,” and the histor 
that led to his writing it.

HOUGH George Washington was es- 

teemed by many as austere and un- 
approachable, there was seldom a time 
winsome Nellie Custis could not 
force a smile from him, says a writer 
in the Continent. It was necessary for 
her to stand on tiptoe, we are told, to 
whisper in his ear, and holding affec- 
tionately to the button of his coat she 
in this way poured out to him the little 
joys and tragedies of her voung life. 
Sometimes it was to coax him into al- 
lowing her to go to a ball, or again it 
was to confide blushingly some little 
romance, but most often it was to beg 
for a new gown or gay ribbon, and of 
these requests there was never a re- 
fusal. 

Washington Irving (at least Edith

Bonds issued in smaller mul- 
tiples, put on sale where the people are used to going and can get 
them without large tees to middlemen, do call forth from hiding- 
places the hoards that otherwise may not become fluid capital. ‘lo 
be sure, the coming of the postal banks has altered the .\merican 
situation somewhat; but wise bond-buving will bring larger income 
than the postal bank can offer.
